Once again, the applicant/inventor emphasizes that amongst the distinguishing novelties 
of this invention, is the fact that only one cross-sectional profile of the mating object is 
required. Although a secondary profile is used to create CAD surfaces, the secondary 
profile is not digitized from the object, but rather the secondary profile is virtual profile
